Air Force Admits 
Chinees of Success 
Are Pretty Slim 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— Lunar zero hour — the most 
auspicious moment for m an's first 
tentative strike at the moon — 
swept closer today with the Air 
Force still silent as to its launch­ 
ing plans. 
The moon rocket, a three stage 
Thor-Vanguard 
composite 
never 
before test flown, was known to be 
on hand at the Missile Test Cen­ 
ter. 
It was well shrouded, however. 
in the launching tower — fam iliar 
for its use in Thor missile firings 
— that houses it. 
There was enough a c t i v i t y 
around the tower to alert observ­ 
ers on nearby beaches that som e­ 
thing might be brewing. 
The Air Force freely 
adm it­ 
ting that the chances of a success­ 
ful firing are slim , kept its plans 
secret. 
Authorities of the Missile Test 
Center flatly decline to com ment 
as to the likelihood of a firing 
on any specific date or at any set 
tim e and refer queries to this offi­ 
cial pronouncement from the Pen­ 
tagon:

“ The optimum relative positions 
ct the launch point, the moon and 
sun occur on only four consecutive 
days each month; and on each of 
these days for only a few minutes. 
Obviously

Nautilus, the American vessel which will 
rank in history alongside such other fa­ 
mous nam es as Santa Maria, Bonhomme 
Richard, 
Constitution, 
Mayflower 
and 
Olympia, has opened the door to a new 
world—-tram a shipping standpoint at least. 
Northern hem isphere countries, seeking 
a shorter route from the Atlantic to the P 
viin . now have it. More than this, the suc­ 
cess of arctic navigation by a submarine 
could hasten a predicted revolution of m er­ 
chant ships from surface to sub-surface 
craft. 
Already mention has been made by offi­ 
cials of this country and others of the tre­ 
mendous possibilities opened up by the 
Nautilus. From a civilian point of view*, th# 
Nautilus voyage could be the most impor­ 
tant navigational feat of the century. From 
a military standpoint, it could not have 
at a better time. 
Understandably. Washington withheld all 


news of the trip until it was an accom­ 
plished fact.
